The following amendments and remarks are intended as a full and complete response to 
the outstanding Final Office Action mailed May 22, 2003, for which the period of response 
extends to August 22, 2003. 

REMARKS 

A number of claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 first and second paragraph. More 
specifically, the Examiner cited, "wherein the video data is not integrated with the content of th 
web page" as not being supported by the specification as grounds for the first paragraph 
rejection. The Applicant respectfully directs the Examiner's attention to FIGs 3 A - 3D and the 
accompanying descriptions thereof starting at page 9 line 10 extending through page 10 line 1 1 
clearly describing a web page 302 having video area 304 that is separate and distinct firom areas 
of the web page that display web page content such as advertisement 320 and other text 322 
shown in FIG. 3B. Therefore, the video area 304 although displayed on a web page does not 
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
